The Herald probes 
but doesn’t scoop

copyrighted story last 
Wednesday giving details allegedly 
questionable state contract award raised 
number eyebrows local media 
circles. The article, which took the 
entire top half the front page, was the 
first major investigative story 
since editor Bill arrived from 
New Jersey, and was written two re- 
porters brought with him from 
the Bergen Record, Adrian Peracchio and 
Mitch Keller. ran under new logo, 
“Probe,” which apparently will ap- 
pearing regularly the Herald. 

The story itself was meaty. While 
gingerly avoiding any allegations mis- 
conduct, traced the awarding $23 
million computer contract company 
that shortly thereafter signed joint 
working agreement (on another project) 


with local firm. The two principals 


the local concern served members 
the five-person state panel that awarded 
the contract. Their firm has received 
other state contracts, some no-bid 
basis. 

But what interested reporters about the 
Herald story was not its content but its 
age. With the exception few quotes, 
most the material seemed familiar 
denizens the State House press room. 
They recalled series articles written 


earlier this year Wally Roche, then 


UPI and now with WBZ-TV, which 
traced the same case and reached similar 
conclusions. Loring Swaim, veteran State 
House correspondent for the 
several articles and columns 
about the contract during the spring 
months.

Already, seven the senators who 
were serving the end the last com- 
pleted session (those elected 1974), are 
gone, replaced younger and, most 
cases, more progressive successors.

With the 
notable exception tollbooth attendants, 
just about everyone accepts credit cards 
these days. 

all know that credit cards, once 
considered convenience, are now way 
life. Even the people who sell antique 
Coca-Cola bottles out the backs 
their station wagons flea markets now 
with little credit-card machines and 
stickers that say Accept Master 
Charge.” And those who belong 
churches that subscribe the Authorized 
Contribution Transfer Service (ACTS) 
have been charging religious 
contributions for years. any event, it’s 
gotten that people who insist 
dealing cash and checks are treated like 
Monopoly players who have mistakenly 
stumbled into the real world and are still 
trying use pastel play money. one 
banker told me, people ask 
think the day will come when the United 
States will cash-less, check-less 
society, just tell them look around.

Unfortunately these new plastic 
powers don’t come cheap, even you 
use them. Since credit-card 
companies charge merchants anywhere 
from four nine percent every 
purchase made with one their cards, 
retail prices have been going absorb 
the cost. And even though merchants 
have the legal right post two separate 
prices one for cash and another for 
credit cards most don’t. This means, 
course, that all us, card users and non- 


users alike, are supporting this growing 
industry. 

long footing the bill, 
you might well find out what all the 
excitement about and get the fun. 
For those who are new the game, 
have sorted out the whole complicated 
mess requirements, credit checks, pros 
and cons. The only fly the ointment 
that may take considerable amount 
trouble obtain these cards, and even 
after all the struggle, you may not get 
some them all (more about this 
later). But who knows, could worth 
the effort: you may discover that you 
enjoy charging your dental bills. 


Travel and entertainment cards 

The oldest credit cards are the so-called 
and entertainment (T&E) cards” 
American Express, Diners Club and 
Carte Blanche. These international cards, 
which cost $20 year, are used, the 
name implies, mostly for recreation 
hotels, restaurants, travel. don’t 
use American Express card buy peat 
moss the hardware 
American Express official told me.) 
Except for certain special travel plans, 
T&E cards don’t accept installment 
payments; bills must paid monthly 
late charge added (Carte Blanche 
charges two-and-a-half percent per 
month overdue bills, Diners Club one 
percent month). American Express does 
not demand late charge, but quick 
revoke its card payments are 
consistently tardy practice called 

The biggest the T&E cards is, 
course, American Express, with some 
seven million card-holders around the 
world. There are more than 300,000 
merchants who honor the card, and the 
company offers numerous other 
privileges. For one, major international 
airports have 24-hour automatic 


terminals that will issue $500 worth 
checks for one-percent fee. 
Also, card-holders may cash personal 
checks for $50 less many hotels 
the and abroad. you charge 
airline flight American Express, you 
get $25,000 worth flight insurance 
automatically, and you can increase that 
$175,000 simply paying more 
per trip. And for the big spenders, AE’s 
“Gold Bank permits huge line 
credit here and much $1000 wort 
borrowing power overseas. 
Diners Club the oldest the T&E 
cards (it’s been around since 1950), but its 


membership significantly smaller than 


that American Express 2.5 million 
people carry the card, which 
honored more than 350,000 locations. 
While Diners Club doesn’t offer the 
check terminals airports, 
does guarantee that members can 
personal checks for much $250 
many American and European hotels. 
The least-used the T&E cards 
Carte Blanche, with only 700,000 patrons 
but considered bit more 
exclusive. Carte Blanche also has the 
rather dubious distinction offering 
pink cards that her credit 
for being woman.” Since the company 
owned Avco Corporation, card- 
holders can draw loans $500 
many Avco loan company branches 
throughout the United States. 


Bank cards 

The two bank cards, Master Charge 
and BankAmericard (which the 
process changing its name 
are virtually indistinguishable. But they 
differ from the T&E cards number 
ways: first, they are issued individual 
banks rather than some huge central 
operation. More important, they offer 
combination the standard credit 
privileges with borrowing and 


installment plans. This sytem, called 
works follows: the 
card-holder can either pay the bill full 
when arrives and avoid finance 
charges, spread payment over longer 
period time (usually one must pay off 
least ten percent the balance each 
month). finance charge one-and-a- 
half percent month (or percent 
year) added the unpaid balance with 
each monthly billing. The rate drops 
percent any amount over the $500 

Since the bank-card companies 
presume card-holders will get into hock 
pretty quickly, they not charge 
yearly fee the T&E companies do; they 
make enough the interest collected 
from the revolving credit payments. This 
great benefit those who are able 
pay the entire bill every month, before 
finance charges accrue for them, the 
card has always been free charge. But 
the banks are getting tired handling 
these accounts for people they call 
(Ironically, bank-card 
lingo, deadbeat someone who pays 
time.) fact, Citibank New York has 
begun charging those who pay time 
50-cents-a-month service charge 
practice that will inevitably catch 
New England, according most bank 
sources. 

When the bank cards got rolling the 
the T&E people already had their 
own market sewn up. Consequently, the 
bank cards were forced settle for any 
merchant they could get participate 
drug stores, sport shops, beauty salons, 
etc. But later, the bank cards became 
accepted the more traditional places, 
this diversity outlets, coupled with the 
freedom from annual charges for the 
cards, sparked the astonishing growth 
the idea. Now both bank cards have long 
surpassed the T&E cards number 
card-holders (Master Charge has 
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million, BankAmericard million) and 
participating merchants (Master 
Charge has 1.7 million, BankAmericard 
1.8 million). 

This doesn’t mean the travel and 
entertainment cards are ready toss 
the towel. Far from it. All three 
companies insist not only that they cater 
higher class merchants (Brooks 
Brothers, for example, will accept only 
American Express), but that they are 
better for traveling. This last point 
universally acknowledged, especially 
when comes travel outside the US. 
Even official told 
American Express card. 

While the T&E cards also have almost 
limitless credit ceilings, the average limit 
set bank cards around $800, 
although some card-holders very few 
are allowed charge $5000 more. T&E 
cards require authorization for large 
purchases, but the companies will allow 
almost any purchase for account 
good standing. recently had 
someone charge new 
American Express official told me. 


Getting card 


you apply for you should 
expect the issuing company some 
length assuring themselves your 
the past, this 
meant the credit department had good 
feeling about you and the decision was 
naturally arbitrary affair. Credit 
officers frequently put little too much 
faith rules thumb and their own 
intuition. Some consider 
extending credit what they called the 
three beauticians, barbers and 
bartenders. Others didn’t for the three 
preachers, plumbers and prostitutes 
(this last the only prejudice can figure 


out). But these times discrimination 
suits and legislation, the creditors often 
have justify their decisions, and the 
courts are not accepting reasons like, 
just didn’t like his addition 
legal restrictions, the larger companies 
(especially those with lot charming 
deadbeats their credit lists) started 
question the value the credit officers’ 
intuition. 

So, lend some semblance 
consistency their judgments, the card 
issuers adopted rate 
credit applicants. These mathematical 
evaluations select from mass personal 
history the data that most clearly separate 
risks from the bad. This 
information then scored according 
how well indicates credit-worthiness. 
Five years the job might mean 
points; home phone might earn you 10. 
bad reference your credit record 
could -20. the number points fails 
add the company’s cut-off point, 
you are out consideration. 

course this all sounds very 
scientific, and discrimination suits 
works well for the companies, but you 
can imagine, some firms use more 
enthusiastically than others. Sears, for 
‘example, swears its sytem and will 
rarely let credit officer override 
negative score. Cambridge Trust, the 
other hand, makes looser use the 
information. James Dwinell, the 
Master Charge officer, told me, use 
the point system, but only advisory 
basis. don’t feel that you can put 
credit assembly line there are just 
too many variables involved. 
definitely question judgment 
something that demands experience.” 

Now this use the point system 
“advisory” basis puts applicants back 
where they were before subject the 


credit intuition. One woman 


spoke had applied for 


BankAmericard the State Street Bank 
and was turned down. Two weeks later 
she filled out another application, hoping 
sympathetic employee. Sure enough, her 
new BankAmericard arrived the mail 
few weeks later. 

The T&E cards have least one hard- 
and-fast criterion: minimum income. 
American Express and Diners Club 
require that applicants make least 
$10,000 year; Carte Blanche demands 
$12,000 annual income. After applicants 
have passed this requirement, however, 
they must continue well against the 
point system and approved 
someone the credit department. 

Which brings the catch-22 
federal law protect consumers: 
according the Fair Credit Reporting 
Act passed 1971, citizen has the right 
credit company; the reasons given the 
company, however, may cryptic 
evasive. most cases this confusion can 
attributed the point system, 
especially since the points sometimes add 
very surprising conclusions. 

For instance, suppose two men are 
applying for BankAmericard. One 
janitor, years old and single, making 
$9000 year. The other doctor, age 
35, with comfortable salary $45,000 
year and his own home. credit- 
scoring system, there good chance the 
janitor will get card and the doctor 

the first place, scoring systems 
not give extra points for claiming 
prestigious profession. Lenders’ 
experience indicates that occupation 
usually has bearing credit- 
worthiness. But what about income? 
Studies show that 35-year-old man with 
family and big income likely 
acquisition binge, amassing debts 
and installment obligations. fact, the 


credit-card company finds out (from 
credit bureau) that the doctor has recently 
missed car payment, his score could 
plummet. 

The janitor, the other hand, has 
taken out previous loans the local bank 
and has paid them back. Moreover, 
maintains not only checking account 
but savings account well and his 
current savings balance $2000. Also, 
the janitor has worked the same job 
and lived the same apartment for the 
last five years, while the doctor has just 
moved into large new house. This 
stability factor, highly prized credit 
scoring systems, could make the 
difference. 


The scoring system 

The example illustrates that there 
one way predict credit- 
worthiness accurately. And because the 
systems are developed for different 
geographic areas and purposes, they are 
even less predictable what credit- 
worthy one section the country 
below par another. (In one part 
Pennsylvania, credit-scoring analysts 
discovered that the difference average 
incomes between good and bad risks was 
small that income question wasn’t 
worth including the application.) 

there simple formula for 
figuring out whether your application 
will approved. However, judging from 
the scoring systems have seen, there are 
certain characteristics that seem 
universally applauded. you satisfy 
most them, chances are the credit-card 
companies will decide you are good risk. 

One the chief assets applicant can 
have stability which translates two 
more years the same job and least

1/2 cups all-purpose flour; 

Pinch salt; 

tablespoons butter, cut up; 

tablespoons shortening; 

egg yolk; 

tablespoons ice-cold water; 

pound dried beans, any kind 
baking).

Blue Danube doesn’t look 
like much. perhaps looks 


like too much: there’s apparently

The Blue Danube barn-like 
structure set close the street 
and flanked parking lot. The 
cocktail lounge, cavernous 
room, has walls lined with 
plaques. There are stained 
glass panels behind the bar, 
which sheltered imita- 
tion rustic shed roof. The studied 
motif barring the bandstand 
and its electric paraphernalia 
medieval. the dining room, the 
13th century gives way pot- 
pourri styles: brick wall here, 
rack empty wine bottles 
there, scenic wall paintings, 
portable electric organ. The wall 
paintings, rendered the flat 
colors backdrop art ama- 
teur theatricals, show scenes 
ranging from view Waltham 
what looks like Stratford-on- 
Avon Levittown. the 
organ, earnest young woman 
played homogenized standards, 
but least without the usual ear- 
shattering stridency. 

Advertisements for the restau- 
rant prominently mention that 
chef Karl Fritsch was formerly 
connected with the Cafe Buda- 
pest Boston, clearly implying 


that the diner the Blue Danube 


will find much what good 
about the Budapest lower cost. 
But the food also reflects the res- 
taurant’s penchant for mixed ef- 
fects. 

Chilled tart cherry soup (95 


cents) was neither chilled nor tart 
when reached our table. Rather, 
was tepid, bit oversweet, and 
had slightly unpleasant after- 
taste. Garnished with squirt 
canned whipped cream, which 
helped not whit, 
lacked the body and spicy finish 
that can make subtle pleas- 
ure. Cream mushroom soup 
(95 cents) was acceptable, es- 


pecially one used the 


canned insult. The soup jour 
(75 cents), cream chicken, was 
pleasantly, indeed heartily, fla- 
vored and helped hint pan 


scrapings. 


mushroom crepe, listed 


“Fried Stuffed Mushroom Pan- 
($1.50), was slightly un- 
conventional: stuffed with well- 
conceived blend mushroom 
veloute sauce, was then deep- 
fried its exterior became simi- 
lar that well-made egg roll. 
-This dish, surprisingly attrac- 
tive combination textures and 
flavors, served with admir- 
able simple chopped cranberry 
sauce, which may may not 
complement it, depending 
one’s taste. 

Beef goulash ($6.95) was 
flavorful and would have been 
excellent but for oversaltiness. 
When cooks learn let 
diners add their own salt the 
unlikely event 
dish even needs it? Homemade 
noodles, nokedli, accompanied 
the goulash ana were terrific, pro- 
viding nice foil for the sauce. 
excellent chicken paprika 
($6.95) came with the same 
nokedli. The dish was ample 
serving well-prepared pieces 
delicate paprika sauce. 

Another the $6.95 specials, 
Hungarian Stuffed Cabbage 
Rolls, were delight, especially 
one who remembers the diges- 
tion-disrupting ones mystery 
sauce that used served 
Restaurant, next door 
the Holyoke Transcript-Tele- 
gram. These were all that 
inedible bombs were not but 
should have been. The cabbage 


leaf rolls were filled with as- 
sertive mixture chopped meat, 
correctly seasoned with garlic and 
paprika and served with per- 
fectly boiled (that is, non-mushy) 
potato. superior version 
good peasant dish. 

And then, unfortunately, was 
the Escalopes Veau Cordon 
Bleu ($7.95). This preparation 
veal, ham and cheese, which for 
better worse has become 
popular item many American 
restaurants, probably originated 
and made its 
way the United States via 
Properly made, 
should consist thin scallops 
veal, sandwiched with thin slice 
fresh ham and Swiss cheese, 
then coated with crumbs and 
fried quickly and lightly.

The best thing about Werner 
1972 film, Aguirre, The Wrath God, 
that Herzog, working story about 
Spanish conquistadors traveling the 
Amazon 1560, has found the imagery 
bewildering strangeness that Conrad 
and other writers feared they were 
powerless evoke. More than any other 
film memory, Aguirre conveys the 
sinister lassitude tropical rivers and 
jungles, the mood despairing impo- 
tence which moral distinctions break 
down and, finally, personality itself be- 
gins disintegrate. Bored with conven- 
tional movie imagery, Herzog produces 
moments hallucinatory intensity: raft 
armed men turning helplessly 
whirlpool; abandoned horse standing 
stock-still the jungle; mad conquis- 
tador ranting the heavens his raft 
overrun hundreds little monkeys. 
creating such images were the only thing 
required for making great movie, 
Aguirre would the great film some 
critics claim is. But it’s not all that’s re- 
quired, and when you reread master- 
piece like Heart Darkness, book 
which occupies central place the 
modern imagination, you realize how 
profoundly eccentric artist Herzog re- 
mains. Aguirre probably his most 
powerful and accessible film, yet it’s still 
minor work. 

story, based loosely fact, 
about party Spaniards dispatched 
Gonzalo Pizzaro (half-brother the 
famous Francisco) down Amazon 
search the riches Dorado. The ex- 
pedition led nobleman named Ur- 
sua, but when Ursua rather sensibly de- 
cides turn back, his deputy, Lope 
Aguirre, inspires mutiny against him 
and leads the men farther down the river 
insane search for riches and glory 
that ends the entire party’s destruc- 
tion. Adrift the wilderness, the men are 
ambushed mystery terrifying sil- 
ences, unknown diseases, Indians 
who shoot tiny poisoned arrows out 
the jungle and then disappear. Visually, 
the movie startling and vivid from the 
very first scenes, which the Spaniards, 
descending like gods from the mist- 


shrouded Andes, get stuck the muck 


along the river. Here the comedy 
Christian civilization foundering the 
jungle: the soldiers, protected leather 
breastplates and helmets, carry heavy 
swords, pikestaffs and cannons, all use- 
less; monk delivers lofty pronounce- 
ments about bringing light the sav- 
ages; noble ladies lace and satin dresses 
are held aloft sedan chairs dying In- 
dian slaves. 


something almost cruel the 
way Herzog chronicles the collapse 
this foolish outpost Europe. prin- 
cipled vengeance seems work here 
almost Herzog believed the Span- 
iards had right live. eager 
destroy the soldiers that reduces them 
helpless idiots who have made 
breakfast properly, much less have con- 
quered entire civilizations. Indeed, 


such slack-jawed imbeciles that 
come admire the agent 
vengeance, mad Aguirre, who least has 
some energy. 

played the German actor Klaus 
Kinski, Aguirre a~solemnly self-dra- 
matizing overreacher Richard III with- 
out sense humor who mesmerizes 
the men with wild nonsense about glory 
and fame and setting new kingdoms 
the wilderness. With his staring eyes and 
long blond hair, sneering mouth and bi- 
zarre posture (the comparison Richard 
III irresistible: Kinski holds his body 
such odd angles that keep looking for

Jamaica Plain! 
Macbeth moonlight

MACBETH William Shakespeare. Di- 
rected Eric Von Dorster. Set and 
lighting Rick Butler. the Open 
Door Theater, Pinebank the Jamaica- 
way, repertory Thursdays through

darkness figuratively descends 
Shakespeare’s Macbeth, the Open 
Door Theater does actual night. This out- 
door production, set the ODT’s home 
bosk the Jamaicaway, begins at.dusk 
with clamorous charge down ferny 
slopes. (Enough dust kicked here 
suggest 11th-century Tobacco Road.) 
Heroic Macbeth appears, flailing the 
with his wooden sword, for- 
cing sundry back the steep in- 
cline the Pinebank Kettlebowl 
around the rim which police car 
incongruously creeps. Finally, into the 
hurly-burly trundle ragtag 
witches, looking like the Great Un- 
washed and shrieking like panicky civil- 
ians. Macbeth meets them for the first 
time the gloaming: the nightmare yet 
begin. Later, from wooden platform 
tucked into the weeds above us, Lady 
Macbeth invokes the darkness: ‘‘Come, 
thick night/ And pall thee the dunnest 
smoke And the Mac- 
beths sensually plot and clumsily exe- 
cute the murder that triggers their 
damnation, waning daylight gradually 
gives way buggy opacity lit 
torches. This literal extension the light- 
to-dark metaphor perhaps the most ar- 
resting aspect the fresco 
Macbeth. 

Jan Kott, the Polish critic whose radic- 
Shakespeare in- 
form. most modern productions, would 


approve exposing Macbeth, Lear-like, 


the elements. But perhaps the Mojave 
Desert, scene the recent PBS 
Godot, would more 
appropriate stark savagery 
than this verdant glen, populated past 
summers sprites and bacchantes. (If 
Birnam Wood were advance this 
lush Dunsinane, you might not see for 
the trees!) 

Kott suggests his essay, 
play with only two great parts, third 
dramatis persona the Mac- 
beth’s world tight, there es- 
cape. Even nature nightmarishly 
impenetrable and close, consisting 
mud and phantoms.” The infertility 
the Macbeths hardly suggested here, 
nor the primordial ooze whence the 
witches should seem materialize. But 
eerie lighting effects are created, almost 
haphazardly, the gathering shadows 
and later the handheld And 
despite the production’s amateurish 
gusto, more suggestive backyard 
gamesmanship than battle bloody ear- 
nest, the crude hand-to-hand combat, 
skewering heads, and multiple am- 
bushes Macbeth seem better suited 
the sagebrush than more traditional 
and confining stage. Here the Weird Sis- 
ters, though less slime-like than slo- 
venly, are least able conduct their 
unsanitary revels around real bonfire 
and bubbling cauldron. Deadwood 
totems mark their territory; flimsy, 
rough-hewn battlements designate Mac- 
beth’s. And the deep crater which most 
the play performed emphasizes the 
tyrant’s growing isolation, his entrap- 
ment, and the Kottian teeniness his 
fury the face the cosmos. was 
true this troupe’s bewitchingly inex- 
pert Tempest several summers ago, the 
ODT Macbeth makes murky 
atmosphere for the unevenness its per- 
formance. also proves once and for all 
and mountain goat. 


the power-hungry, soon 
burnt-out Macbeths, whose sex roles are 
reversed and whose connubial satisfac- 
tion evidently hinges mayhem, Paul 
O’Brien and Ursula Drabik are perhaps 


too dispassionate pair. These haunted 
partners clandestine carnage are 
means implausible, but neither are they 
driven. O’Brien, alumnus both the 
Boston Shakespeare Company and the 
Lyric Stage, stranger classical 
acting. His Macbeth steely, plausibly 
Scottish, albeit somewhat stiff; the ty- 
fatalism sits more easily upon him 
than his fearful compulsion. Drabik has 
rich, commanding voice and presence but 
she milks sense rather than passion from 
her speeches. And the crucial scenes 
framing murder she allows her 
threats become more shrewish than 
sexual. There is, however, one truly vola- 


tile moment between the principals: after 


the murder but before Lady 
scornful discovery that her husband, the 
dummy, carrying the incriminating 
daggers around the castle with him, the 
two embrace triumphantly, his bloody 
hands and weapons dangling gingerly be- 
hind her. 


Surprisingly, where director Eric Von 


Dorster fails evoking the superna- 


tural. Banquo’s ghost wanders casually 
about the banquet hall looking for 
the men’s room and the witches brew 
havoc like campfire crones cooking 
that these are not Hallo- 
ween bugaboos but walking sludge. 
their scenes Von Dorster opts for literal- 
ism: there much kibbitzing over 
thumb and eye newt, and more crack- 
voiced, flim-flam grotesquerie than lurk- 
ing evil. Even the apparitions conjured 
these witches are painfully corporeal, in- 
cluding contingent Banquo’s pro- 
geny that tramps the heath choir 
robes! 

Von Dorster’s handling 
mental evil somewhat clumsy, perhaps 
political morality play than fatalistic 
mesh deadly lust and bleak black 
magic. high school, recall, Mac- 
beth was taught tragedy over- 
weening ambition. But Kott views mur- 
der the play’s motif: human 
kill killed. Von Dorster, pro- 
gram note, opines that central theme 
the play that denial the 
established order the universe 
which manifests itself mad- 
ness, civil war, and Christmasy blur 
nature’s green and gore. Not surpri- 
singly, then, his production short 
psychology and nihilism but steeped 
the pageantry and pandemonium 
primitive warfare.

Two books (Diamond’s ac- 
tually paperback reprint) about 
television journalism set out 
examine this accepted truth. Tele- 
vision critic Ron Powers (the Chi- 
cago Sun-Times columnist who 
won the only Pulitzer ever award- 
for coverage) thinks news 
down its reputation. re- 
hearses the now-familiar story 
station managers’ importing 
host media consultants who 
prod viewers discover what 
they want see, and then con- 
vince stations program what 
rather than what in- 
forms. Where Powers sees the 
sinister influence consultants 
tions media through their infil- 
tration the most powerful 
MIT political sci- 
ence professor Edwin Diamond 
takes different view and 
its relation newspapers. Mc- 
Luhanesque analyses out 
date, believes: television 
longer the magic pipe playing 
tunes seductive enough sell 
Senators and soap with ease. 
Diamond further attempts de- 
bunk the myth news’s mal- 
ignant influence asserting that 
newspapers have botched their 
coverage important stories 
nearly often their electronic 
competition has. 

Powers interprets the larger 
news audiences dumped sta- 
tions’ laps because interest 
Vietnam and Watergate the 
means consultants have used 
programers eager capture 
bigger, more passive audiences 
for rapacious advertisers.

actional Analysis Audits the 
newsroom. Another firm, Enter- 
tainment Response Analysts, 
states the purposes cybernetic 
news most clearly. While check- 
ing sample audiences for gal- 
vanic skin responses see 
whether they approve certain 
stories, ERA crosses whatever 
thin line has separated the bad 
tidings from the messenger. The 
problem with the application 
such research news, Powers 
notes, that inevitably hooks 


Why out 
and investigate something new 
there’s research indicate the 
audience will like it? 

Despite his trenchant de- 
scriptions alarming trend 
and its rather unctuous practi- 
tioners, Powers seems assume, 
just the consultants do, that the 
audience can held help- 
lessly thrall anything 
clever packaging.

major surveys taken 1960 and 
1970, Diamond says that people 
are indeed watching more and 
more TV, but that they are en- 
joying less and less. calls 
television kazoo,” puny 
imitation the all-powerful com- 
munications marvel selling every- 
thing puts the screen. 
points out that television’s im- 
pact is, the nature the 
medium, ephemeral; the image 
there and gone instant, and 
viewers back over more 
carefully later. For this reason, 
and because the bulk news 
programing occurs the early 
evening (when people are pre- 
occupied with their families), 
viewers often give scant atten- 
tion the news. Although the 
audience for news has mush-

ported that same night. Diamond 
also casts doubt the power 
commercials, observing that 
the first year the ban cig- 
arette advertising cigar- 
ette sales actually increased. 

Diamond concludes that the 
public bases its judgments 
commercial products, political 
candidates, and the news 
variety factors. People still talk 
things over work and with their 
neighbors, listen their union 
leaders colleagues, and often 
remain altogether ignorant 
many subjects. Getting with 
daily life takes precedence; 
Diamond notes, both the 
Pentagon Papers case and the 
Watergate coverup trial jurors 
were empaneled who had never 
heard about the matters ad- 
judicated despite media saturation. 

Actually, the possibility that 
many people are oblivious the 
news should alarm Diamond 
more than does. His discussion 
survey reporting that 
1973, despite 
ports the contrary, fully 
percent the population be- 
lieved that Nixon-style dirty 
tricks were normal political pro- 
cedure indicates populace not 
only disinterested news, but 
immune it. And when

The work wildly popular musicians 
who know that literally anything they 
serve will consumed, Love Gun

ence) one better. 


They toured relentlessly, however, and 
their studied outrageousness became 
more polished, took hold the public 
imagination, and resulted Kiss Alive!, 
their breakthrough. Suddenly the heavy- 
metal ponderousness was gone. its 
place was the thrilling connection the 
band was making and continues make 
with live audience, which often in- 
spires them entertainingly 
anarchic their image insists they are. 
Typical Alive!’s energy was its trans- 
formation and Roll All 
one their many formulaic exhorta- 
tions party, into genuinely stirring 
anthem. The marketing 
also displayed the group’s increasingly 
cagey and successful strategy: 30-second 
spots pushing the album simply 
showed the band writhing stage and 
probably did more enrage parents and 
incite kids than any music they could 
ever have played. should noted here 
that, virulently spunky Kiss are, 
they were far from making all their own 
decisions. This most audacious bit 
audience-baiting was overseen their 
manager, Bill Aucoin, the fifth Kiss 
were. 


next record, Destroyer, should 
have been the studio album that estab- 
lished Kiss not-just-another-fun-live- 
act, but was puffy and over-produced 
Bob Erzin, provoking yelps objec- 
tion from the fans who had come them 
for escape from pretension. Destroyer 
tampered with what has proven the 
perfect Kiss equation for commercial tri- 
umph: ever leaner, more simplistic music 
that never distracts from the ever gaudier 
image-mongering. Still, Destroyer sold. 
The thing about Kiss albums since Alive! 
that they don’t sell music but de- 
luxe concert souvenirs, especially those 
who couldn’t get tickets. Word-of-mouth 
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about Destroyer was negative, however, 
and with petulance becoming four 
Kiss have 
thrashed back with two albums junk- 
rock, Rock and Roll Over (whose 
“Calling Dr. their most attrac- 
tive single date) and Love Gun. 
funneling all their heavy-handed, fun- 
damentally kitsch taste into the further 
promulgation their personae, they 
have reached Love Gun that point 
where vigorous ephemera can thrive. 


the music these last two 
albums reeks greed and violence (in- 
dicative titles: ‘‘Love ‘Em Leave ‘Em,” 
“Mr. Speed,” and Love

And the Marx- 
ist twist: with one radical friend lost 
wealth and the other devoured in- 
tellectual passion, Nino Manfredi, the 
drone the bunch, remains happy, 
healthy bedpan attendant Roman 
hospital, actively pursuing socialist 
causes his community. Significantly, 
wins the girl they all love, Stefania 
Sandrelli, she the doll’s face, vacantly 
pretty eyes, and Kirk Douglas chin.

The high 


and the mighty 


John Goodsall and 
Percy Jones Brand

are some incredible players 
languishing the recording studios 
this country and England musicians 
who never get play anything but 
sessions. Session work can, fact, 
more for technical skills than 
just about any other kind regular 
playing, because session man can expect 
hired play any kind music 
any time, from hyperdrive funk with 
some big-selling but relatively talentless 
name artist, all the way down 
restaurant Muzak commercial jingles. 
After few years this, the session 
player ready take any conceivable 
get any work. 

The other side the coin that 
session work doesn’t really encourage 
creativity. One isn’t being paid express 
oneself, but help the character paying 
the bills express himself. why 
most the session men with any 
glimmering real ideas join bands 
soon it’s feasible for them so. 

may not always easy. People may 
become session players because, skill 
notwithstanding, they may blue- 
ribbon dastards irresponsible zombies 
and hence impossible work with 
group situation. You can run into some 
pretty flipped-out people doing sessions: 
Zappa reports that when was shooting 
his movie, 200 Motels, was astounded 
some the craziness generated the 
people worked with. 

Anyway, Brand Cinderella story 
for four British session men who were 
lucky enough run into each other: 
guitarist John Goodsall, bassist Percy 
Jones, keyboard player/producer Robin 
Lumley and drummer/vocalist Phillip 
Collins, They come from diverse 
backgrounds, both musically and 
culturally, and exhibit four distinctly 
different temperaments. 

Goodsall the resident head; 
autographs with the word 
sprouts hair all over his head and like 
horrified dust mop and fascinated 
toys all sorts was playing with 
some green runny compound called 
Slime, and with the fake 
safety pin, during the course the 
interview. Goodsall also happens 
very fleet finger, even 
perhaps because not terribly 
articulate verbally. 

Percy Jones the aristocrat the 
group who but upper-cruster would 
name his kid Percival? He’s thoughtful 
and precise, sedate, both feet the 
ground general, everything Goodsall 
except that Percy least 
skilled his instrument, probably even 
more so. plays fretless instruments 
almost exclusively, although once used 
old Gretsch bass with one two 
the first album, and one can 
hear the difference. 

Robin Lumley has the most blatant 
sense humor, which everyone else 
constantly alluding and which they are 
always trying avoid. learned play 
piano because found himself living 
down the street from Keith Tippett, one 
the top jazz pianists England, and 
the latter gave him lot pointers. 
been noted producer for some time, and 
with another neighbor, Jack Lancaster 
(one-time sax player for Blodwyn Pig), 
has written and recorded two concept 
albums: Peter and the Wolf, loosely based 
folk tale, and Marscape, 
about interplanetarry travel. 

Phil Collins needs very little 
introduction, because he’s already quite 
well-known for his awesome drumming 
with his other band, Genesis. Being 
energetic and itchy talented, 
however, he’s always done the odd 
session keep from being restricted 
musically. (He almost replaced Bill 
Bruford Yes once:) doing 
became friendly with the rest the crew, 
and Brand was born. 

Since their first album added 
auxiliary percussionist, compact 
dynamo named Morris Pert. And since 


touring commitments with his usual band 
prevented appearing this 
country with these people, they replaced 
him with New York drummer named 
Kenwood Dannell. The albums 
referring are Unorthodox Behaviour 
and Moroccan Roll, both Passport 
Records and both worthwhile. 


John Goodsall 
How did Brand assemble? 

Brand was put together Island 
Records, who wanted band play 
American style music, similar the 
Average White Band. They had the 
vocalist they put all session 
musicians together. Eventually the four 
us, Phil, Robin, Percy and myself, got 
together and realized that were 
streamlined without the vocals and extra 
guitar. ditched them and did our 
first album, which was very low-budget 
thing. 

think it’s great. 

Yes, came out pretty well. took 
about week do, was pretty 
spontaneous. 

Who wrote Burn?”

composers tend get the 


short end the baton from the musical 
establishment. Those highly theo- 
retical nature stay even more obscur- 
ity. One who also casts out most the 
notions about music-making that have 
prevailed since the time Bach and 
Haydn virtually lost cause. And 
this composer has also done time

All which helps explain why 
Harry Partch one the least-heard 
composers America today. Further, 
this sad state affairs unlikely 
change: died four years ago, and most 
his works required his personal atten- 
tion performed correctly. far did 
break with standard musical practice 
that the bulk his writing was for en- 
semble unique instruments built 
himself, and very few other people un- 
derstood the principles their construc- 
tion, tuning, and intonation. Indeed, the 
practice instrument-building came 
take more his time than his com- 
position. Partch thus described himself, 
with more than hint frustration and 
irony, music man seduced into car- 

Partch subscribed three principles 
that governed both his use original in- 
struments and the form they took. First, 
felt was inexcusably lazy com- 
posers take the sounds offered them 
conventional orchestration for their raw 
material. When composing, would 
start with certain sound his head and 
then set out build some device that

would produce it. was very excited 
the possibilities inherent electronic 
music but never got work with soph- 
isticated synthesizers. None his extant 
work involves anything more complex 
than amplified guitar. (Of course, 
died just the synthesizer was begin- 
ning penetrate popular music.) 

Second, Partch’s work was not con- 
ceived musical terms alone. thought 
full dramatic presentations, 
wherein his musicians would appear 
costume intoning verses after the fash- 
ion Greek tragedy, dance move 
across the stage patterns reminiscent 
Japanese Noh theater, and play instru- 
ments striking aspect. Consequently, 
his constructions had not only son- 
ically but visually distinctive. 

But most important, Partch decided 
that the basic tools music needed re- 
vision. hated the compromises in- 
volved even-tempered chromatic 
scale the familiar piano keys. 


avoid what considered flaws and 


generate new spectrum effects, 
Partch concocted new division the 
octave into microtones. The reas- 
oning behind the 43-tone scale in- 
volved, and took Partch entire book 
(University Wisconsin Press, 1949). 


understand even skimpily what 
Partch was getting at, historical digres- 
sion needed. octave the range 
sounds bound note and its fre- 


sure couldn’t take the strain being played.
